Logger 


by Stewart Holbrook 


Watt B. Hibler runs the woods for 
one of the oldest outfits in the 
United States, it being the pioneer 
Dolbeer-Carson Lumber Company 
at Eureka, on Humboldt Bay, Cali- 
fornia, where steam-power logging 
was first used successfully in the 
form of a donkey engine devised by 
John Dolbeer, one of the firm’s 
founders. Hibler himself was born 
right into the middle of logging 
activity at Samoa, on Humboldt 
Bay, and at 17 was working be- 
tween terms of school as a ringer, a 
job peculiar to the redwood region 
where the felled logs are first ringed, 
then stripped of their thick bark 
before heading for the mill. 

Hibler managed to attend the 
University of Nevada briefly, but 
did not stay to graduate, having by 
then achieved the height of being a 
head loader for the Pacific Lumber 
Company at Scotia, where Ed 
Stamm was superintendent. When 
Stamm left Scotia to go to Oregon 
for Crown-Zellerbachin 1928, Hibler 
went along too, and worked in 
various capacities at Crown’s Cath- 
lamet operations on the Columbia 
River, then at the company’sremote 
Neah Bay camp on the tip of the 
Olympic Peninsula. 

In 1931 Hibler, who recalls hu- 
morously that he discovered all 
Californians to be regarded as for- 
eigners in Oregon and Washington, 
returned to his native redwood 
country, to work for Hammond, 
going later to the firm for which 
he was at first camp foreman, 
and is now logging superintendent. 
Dolbeer-Carson has the distinction 
of being one of the few operations 
still using a logging railroad and,

Logging superintendent for Dolbeer-Carson Lumber Company, Watt Hibler 
started working as a ringer in the redwood region when he was seventeen years of 
age. After attending college for a while in Nevada, Hibler left to gain experience 
with various lumber companies of the Northwest. Later he returned to live and 
work near the scene of his first logging jobon Humboldt Bay at Eureka, California. 


says Superintendent Hibler, ‘‘We 
still like hand-felling and -bucking, 
which we've found to have several 
advantages over machine work.”’ 
Dolbeer-Carson have been log- 
ging and making lumber on Hum- 
boldt Bay since Civil War days. In 
the company’s early years many of 
its employees were stout lads from 
Prince Edward Island, one of the 
Maritime Provinces of Canada, 
whence came one of the company’s 
founders; and today many of its 
employees are sons and grandsons 
of the original P. I. immigrants. 
“Of late years, however,” reports 
Superintendent Hibler, who is pat- 
ently a man of pawky humor, “‘we 
are being overrun with foreigners 
from the Columbia River, from 
Grays Harbor, and from Puget 
Sound. They turn out to be pretty 
fair men, too, once they’ve got their 
naturalization papers.”’

The object of pruning is to re- 
move the lower limbs of the tree at 
an early age so as to allow the tree 
to grow perfectly clear wood. For 
example: if a tree is 8” in diameter 
when pruned and 26” in diameter 
when harvested, allowing 2” for 
healing of pruning wounds, there 
should be 16” of absolutely clear 
wood. Even in the best virgin stands 
the percentage of perfectly clear logs 
is small. Second-growth pine, when 
cut, will never be as old or large 
as our present trees and will have 
many more limbs. Clear logs will 
be scarce unless we make them. 

Most of our pruning has been done 
during the winter months, between 
November and May. This past win- 
ter we have had three camps in 
operation—one on the Prineville 
District at Maury; one on the Big 
Summit District at Lytle Prairie; 
and one on the Snow Mountain Dis- 
trict at Alder Springs. The size of 
each camp varies from ten to fifteen 
men, and the camp is located as 
close as possible to the center of 
the work area. Two of the camps 
are equipped with snow Cats so as 
to be able to reach the more inac- 
cessible places. Most of our prun- 
ing has been done by force account 
crews, although some of the work 
has been let out under contract. 

The cost of pruning is figured on 
a per tree basis and is averaged fo 


all trees to be pruned in a designat- 
ed area. It is influenced most by the 
number and size of branches to be 
removed. Trees that grow in the 
open without close neighbors have 
large branches all the way down the 
trunk almost to the ground. Such 
trees may cost 50c or 60c to prune 
Trees growing in a stand with close 
neighbors have fewer and smaller 
branches. Such trees may cost as 
little as 10c to prune. A good av- 
erage on typical areas is between 
20c and 30c per tree for 18-foot 
pruning. 

Only the fastest growing domi- 
nant trees in a stand are selected 
for pruning. Selecting the crop trees 
is the most important part of the 
entire operation. They must be vig- 
orous young trees of good form that 
will lay on enough clear wood to 
pay off the investment in pruing 
them. They must be dominant in 
the stand to assure that they will 
not be crowded or slowed in growth 
rate bv their neighbors and that 
they will live and continue to grow 
at a rapid rate to maturity. 

The number of trees that a man 
can prune in a day is dependent on

DRY LOG STORAGE PAID 


From the system used over the 
past several months at the Ham- 
mond Lumber operations at La- 
comb, Ore., it appears that the log- 
ger without river or pond log-stor- 
age facilities can now hold harvested 
logs to take advantage of better- 
prices seasonal markets.

The 
number of trees pruned per acre 
varies from as low as 8 or 10 to 100 
depending on the stand and the site. 
The better sites support more crop 
trees that will pay off on the prun- 
ing investment than the poorer sites. 

We have concluded that it is bet- 
ter to delay pruning until the crop 
trees are 20 to 30 feet tall instead of 
when they are 6 or 8 feet tall, or 
any height between. The small trees 
have not shown dominance in the 
stand, and it is difficult if not impos- 
sible to select the crop trees. Stu- 
dies have shown that a high per- 
centage of trees pruned when they 
are small turn out to be interme- 
diate or suppressed. We have found 
also that too high a percentage of 
the small pruned trees drop out of 
the stand because of snow break, 
attack and various other 
Also we like to be able to 
prune commercial lengths and pre- 
ferably 18 feet to assure a 16-foot 
clear log. This is not possible on 
small trees without going back to do 
a follow-up job several years after 
the first pruning. 

Most of the crop trees are in the 
diameter range between 6” and 12” 
and are 20 to 45 years old.

When the camp was visited by a 
representative of The LUMBER- 
MAN, the C.P.S. division was run- 
ning two sides. On one was a Berger 
yarder with 275 hp. Cummins diesel 
and a 10-10 Lawrence loader. On 
the other was a Skagit BU 135 
yarder with Gearmatic transmis- 
sion, powered by a 200 Cummins 


diesel engine, this unit operating

The company has three Skagit

Currently, most of the logging is 
being done at two locations, one of 
them about six miles to the east of 
the headquarters camp at the beach 
near the mouth of Jordan River, 
and the other about nine miles away 
from the base, to the west. 

Although the predecessors of the 
present owners used to operate a 
railroad show, the tracks were torn 
up several years ago and C.P.S. as 
well as other loggers in the Jordan 
River-Sooke area depend entirely 
on trucks for log transportation 
C.P.S. has a fleet of Hayes trucks, 
all powered with Cummins HB 600 
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diesel engines, hauling Hayes trail- 
ers with 10-foot bunks 

The trucks carry their loads to the 
dump at the mouth of the river 
where an A-frame unloading rig 
activated by twin 120 hp. Chrysler 
engines functions. Cables are slung 
under the entire load, which is lift- 
ed from the truck and lowered into 
the water, where boom men maneu- 
ver individual sticks into position 
for the building of flat rafts. Scal- 
ing is done at the dump. 

Oregon dogs, for which rights are 
held by Foss Launch & Tug Co., 
Seattle, are used exclusively in the 
building of rafts at Jordan River 
The dogs, like giant staples, are 
driven into individual logs and in- 
stead of the conventional swifters 
one inch or 7% inch line is looped 
around the sidé-sticks and then 
passed through the dogs from one 
side of the raft to the other. This 
method of construction gives the 
rafts unusual flexibility 

The C.P.S. camp, as previously 
mentioned, looks out on the most 
northwesterly reaches of the Olym- 
pic peninsula, which means, of 
course, that it is in an extremely 
exposed position so far as big seas 
sweeping in from the open Pacific 
are concerned. The dump is within 
half a mile of the camp, and just 
outside the river mouth there is a 
gravel bar. Giant combers roll in 
here when the seas are heavy and 
soon demolish any raft which is 
not securely built 

Tugs of the Island Tug & Barge 
Co., Victoria, tow the rafts to 
Beecher Bay, a few miles to the 
east, where the company maintains 
holding grounds. Then, depending 
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on weather, tide and other condi- 
tions, the tows get under way for 
the Fraser River, more than 100

However, in spite of the difficulties, 
the gravel roads operated by the 
company are in consistently good 
condition and steep climbs have 
been pretty well avoided. On the 
roadbuilding operation—constantly 
in action—there is a Northwest one- 
yard shovel and a Northwest 1%4- 
yard shovel, with a %4-yard Lorain 
shovel working in the gravel pit. A 
D8 Caterpillar tractor with bull- 
dozer is also used extensively on 
grading. 

George Percy, Jr., one of the 
youngest big-company logging su- 
perintendents in British Columbia, 
directs operations for C.P.S. He 
has been in the woods all his life, 
so in terms of years of service he 
is a veteran.- His father, who re- 
cently retired, was a logging super- 
intendent, too, working for North- 
west Bay Logging Co. and several 
other outfits. George, Jr., went to 
Jordan River in 1947 soon after the 
new owners took the operation over,

Why install a resaw and what 
problems are encountered in op- 
eration of the unit subsequent to 
installation?

Sixty -three manufacturers 
jammed the exhibit hall and outdoor 
display space with modern equip- 
ment, results from which were ex- 
perienced not only in “on the spot” 
sales but openings for other deals 
with the important company execu- 
tives who devoted extensive time to 
reviewing the exhibits 


More than a million dollars of the 
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latest in machinery used in logging, 
manufacture and re-manufacture or 
mill work was demonstrated in the 
largest exhibit of its kind ever held 
in the South—and the Southern Pine 
Association's first major venture into 
this field. The exhibit was held at 
the municipal auditorium in con- 
junction with sessions of the SPA 
mechanical efficiency committee 

Heretofore the Southern Pine As- 
sociation has served its mills prima- 
rarily in marketing, its efficiency 
having won a high ranking position 
among trade organizations. Owners 
and top management have actively 
participated in Association activi- 
ties, and there has been no hesitation 
in assuming leadership in seeking 
solutions of the southern industry's 
problems 

During and after World War II,

Basically, the efficient growing of 
timber involves keeping the land 
producing at maximum and taking 
the crop when rate of growth falls 
below a 4% annual return, accord- 
ing to Chas. A. Connaughton 
Southern Forest Experiment Station 
director. He cited 1948 figures as 
showing 91% of pine lumber pro- 
duction coming from logs of 15-inch 


diameter or less. Some of these may 


have been top logs on good trees, 
but if not it must be remembered 
that a 10-inch loblolly on a good 
site will bring 11% to 12% interest 
in rate growth annually. High grade 
loblolly pine on good site might be 
financially mature at 24-inches dbh: 
a “rough” tree financially mature 
at 16-inches dbh. A many aged good 
site should carry about 9M feet/- 
acre Doyle scale to start; maintain- 
ing 12M feet/acre at the 5-year cut- 
ting cycle. For control of undesir- 
able hardwoods on good pine sites, 
Mr. Connaughton suggested (1) 
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very careful use of fire, (2) poison- 
ing and/or girdling of larger trees 
at time of pine planting. Tests have 
shown (pine) survival as good as 
86%. He said hardwood control 
pays; and use of pine seed from 
nearby localities is desirable. 
Desirability of maintaining higher 
lumber grades through the method 
of boring out the defect (knot) and 
plugging the hole was outlined by 
Eugene O'Hare, sales manager, The 
Wiegand Corp., New York. The 
company exhibited a “Raimann 
‘Not-a-Knot’ Plugging Machine” to 
demonstrate technique.

Sturdy snub-nosed boom 
boats operating in large log-pond 
area of Weyerhaeuser Timber Co., 
Longview, Wash., are effectively 
used for breaking jack-pots at un- 
loading dump, rounding up and 
transporting the logs, and in general 
keeping the round stuff moving to 
the mills. The first of these two 
boats was purchased in 1948.

Falling and bucking operations 
are by power chain saws on gyppo 
basis with operators owning their 
own saws. In the eight 2 and 3-man 
crews, saws include Disston, Mc- 
Culloch, Mall, and Woodboss, with 
Disstons predominating. The heavier 
saws here are preferred in areas 
where slope is moderate and timber 
large, but the lighter saws are espe- 
cially effective in rougher, brushy 
stands, which also generally have 
timber. Consequently a 
smaller percentage of operators’ time 
is spent in the productive effort of 
sawing. The lighter saws are found to 
reduce the time needed for moving 
from cut to cut.

Some timber 
might be available under this plan 
by 1951. 

Spencer Gross, representing Ken- 
dall B. Wood, Portland forest engi- 
neers, described the advances made 
in aerial photography in the woods 
with special reference to multiplex 
mapping. 

W. O. Byers, recently retired from 
the British Columbia forest service 
after 35 years in harness, reviewed 
conditions in the B. C. woods dur- 
ing that period, and expressed the 
view that future developments 
largely depended on the intelligent 
co-operation of labor.

Mrs. Hoke told The LUMBER- 
MAN that while she spent most of 
her working hours in the office at 
Forks, she qualified as a logger be- 
cause she often visited the scene of 
operations and was keenly interest- 
ed in logging technique. Her 32 men 
employes call her “boss.” 

Mrs Hoke’s partner, William N 
Howard, is actually in charge of 
field operations, but even before her 
husband passed away Mrs. Hoke was 
closely identified with the business 
It wasn’t so difficult for her to take 
over the reins when called upon, as 
if logging had been a complete mys- 
tery to her previously 

Mrs. Hoke takes care of most of 
the bookkeeping for the Hoke Log- 
ging Co., which cuts about 2,000,000 
feet a month. Most of the logs are 
trucked to Port Angeles, although 
some cedar goes to an 
shingle mill 
a D8 “Cat.” 
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BIG MILLS HAVE NO MONOPOLY 
ON OPERATING “KNOW-HOW” 


Sawmill men have long been 
noted for their ingenuity, and those 
operating in the hills of Mendocino 
county, California, are no exception 
to the rule 

For example, take Jack Hrobsky, 
and his partner Arnold Zettler, who 
run the Hrobsky and Zettler mill 
on Eureka Hill, about eight miles 
out from Pt. Arena. They learned 
the sawmill game back in Wiscon- 
sin, and came out to California a 
while back to try their luck 


They had watched “Caterpillar” 
DW10 diesel power tractor working 
on various jobs, and they figured 
that they could use one around their 
mill for the dual purpose of hauling 
logs part of the time, then using it 
to haul lumber from the mill up a 
steep hill to their drying yard. It 
worked fine. 

They built a trailer out of heavy 
steel I beams, and the axle came 
from an old Army trailer. They load 
their logs, about seven to eight 
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thousand feet of redwood logs on 
to the trailer with an International 
TD18 tractor, fitted with a Bucyrus 
Erie ‘dozer and an Isaacson winch. 
“We're hauling more logs, cheaper 
and faster than we did before,” said 
Jack Hrobsky. “The DW10 steers 
easy, and we bring in about 30 to 
40M’ of logs per day with it. The 
haul is about 2% miles up steep 
grades, and the DW10 and one man 
keep the mill in logs all day long.” 
The mill is powered with an In- 
ternational UD24 diesel engine, run- 
ning the head rig, which is a double 
circular, and an International UD14 
diesel engine generator set supplies 
the juice for conveyors and chains 
in the mill, as well as an electric 
hoist to handle the logs on to the 
deck, and power the trim saw. Joe 
Spacek, also from Wisconsin, is 
sawyer. The mill has a capacity of 
30-40M’ per day, mostly redwood 


Seaview Lumber Co. 

Although the post office address 
of this efficient little mill is Caza- 
dero, Calif., the mill itself is miles 
from that town, sitting out on a 
bluff overlooking the Pacific Ocean. 

Joe Dupret Jr. is owner and man- 
ager, having built the mill with his 
father some four years ago. The 
double circular mill, 60” saws is 
powered with a “Cat” and an Inter- 
national diesel engine hooked up in 
tandem. There is a friction drive on 


the carriage which has 54” open-

The mill cuts both redwood and 
fir, with a capacity of 35 to 45M’ 
daily 

Logs are purchased and also 
brought in from the company’s own 
timberlands. Clayton Berri, co-

Kelly McGuire, veteran logging 
superintendent, Caspar Lumber Co., 
Caspar, Calif., assisted by his two 
sons, has gone into the lumber 
manufacturing business, in addition 
to his duties with Caspar. 

Kelly built a mill at Camp 19 on 
the Willits-Fort Bragg road some 
time back. It is a double circular 
powered with two “Cat” D13000 die- 
sel engines. Capacity of the mill 
is about 18M per day, cutting red- 
wood and fir. The mill is equipped 
with an Idaco edger, 6x54. Sawmill 
foreman is Forest Cole 

Jim McGuire, one of Kelly’s sons, 
does the logging with a “Cat” D8 
and LeTourneau ‘dozer. However, 
most of the logs are purchased. 
Chris Nicholas, well known Fort 
Bragg log hauler, does the hauling. 

The other mill that Kelly operates 
is at the head of Little Northfork 
of Ten Mile River, three miles east

It, too, is a double circular, with 
60” saws. The mill is equipped with 
a 6x60 Idaco edger, and it has cut 
up to 36M’ per day. 

Another son of Kelly’s, Kenneth, 
does the logging here. He has two 
“Cat” D8s, a Carco arch, and an 
Isaacson ‘dozer. The mill sits right 
in the midst of the timber so the 
logs are arched right to the mill. 
Southwick Lumber Co. 

Joe Southwick, who has 
sawmilling 


been 
around Branscomb, 
Calif., for a number of years, has a 
little electric and air powered saw- 
mill in the southern part of Willits, 
Calif., that has turned out as high 
as 20M’ of 2x4s in a day, with only 
five men in the mill crew. 

The logs are bucked into 8 
lengths in the pond, with an electric 
chain saw. 

The sawyer is the only man on 
the front end of the mill. He con- 
trols the logs on the live chain with 
a foot lever. On the carriage, which 
is powered with a 5” air shotgun, 
the set works, automatic dogs, and 
receding blocks are all controlled 
by the sawyer, with push buttons 
Set works are air controlled. 

Air for the mill is provided by a 
Gardner-Denver air compressor 
powered with a 15 hp electric motor. 
Main power plant in the mill is a 
150 hp. Murphy diesel engine, which 
powers the head rig 

There is a four saw edger, with 
the edgerman, acting as off-bearer 
also. He puts the boards on to the 
trimmer, which is automatic with 
two saws. One man does the piling 
in units, which are picked up by lift 
truck 

Capacity of the mill is about 25M’ 
per day of 8 2x4s 


LeFurgey & Co., Inc. 

J. O. LeFurgey, owner and man- 
ager of this small mill at Longvale, 
Calif., just above Willits, may be 
young in years, but he had an idea 
that specializing in the production 
of fir 2x4s random lengths would 
pay off, and it looks like it will. 
LeFurgey has an_ in-line-planing 
arrangement, which gives him pro- 
duction to the tune of about 35M’ 
per day with a total sawmill crew 
of 17 men. This includes all the men 
in the sawmill crew 

LeFurgey’s mill is all 
powered 


electric 
There is a dry pond, and 
logs are loaded on to live chains by 
an electric powered donkey. The 
head rig is a double circular, 56” 
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saws, powered with a 250 hp. Gen- 
eral Electric motor. The carriage 
has a Harrah Bros. air set works, 
60” openings, and air dogs. It is 
powered with a 6” air shotgun. Air 
is provided by an electric powered 
Ingersoll Rand compressor. 


The cants are taken off the head 
rig with live rolls, and go through 
an edger with fixed saws, a sort of 
gang saw edger, for cutting up these 
cants. The 2x4s then go on to a 
storage chain, and then through an 
old Woods planer. The planer was 
rebuilt by LeFurgey to surface 2x4s 
specially. He threw out all the parts 
except the frame work and the feed. 
He put in roller bearings, and six 
knife round Jones & Orth heads 


The heads are individually powered 


with 30 hp. on the top head. 

After being surfaced the 2x4s go 
out a camelsback on to the trim 
saw, a four saw trimmer, with two 
end saws and two jump saws. 

The lumber is then sorted to grade 
and length. No talleyman is needed, 
says LeFurgey, because the lumber 
is sorted to length and grade and 
put in package units of 220 pieces 
to a package. 

LeFurgey purchased the mill last 
year, and converted it to a 2x4 fac- 
tory during the winter. He purchas- 
es his logs on the open market. 
Hollow Tree Lumber Co., Ukiah

The Cleveland-Cliffs Iron Com- 
pany, Negaunee, Mich, first became 
interested in forest lands in order 
to have a continuous supply of all 
types of mine timber for its iron 
ore mines. Later on it became inter- 
ested in chemical 
plants, sawmills, woodenware plants 
These 
industries are gradually becoming 
more and more dependent on the 
company’s timber as a source of raw 
material.

The company’s desire to perpet- 
uate these industries, and the com- 
munities that depend on them, was 
the chief reason for adopting its 
present forest policy in 1942. The 
company also realized that sound 
forest management would preserve 
the recreational values of the tim- 
bered areas, provide adequate wild 
life cover and in general conserve 
these natural resources for the pub- 
lic good 

The first selective cutting on com- 
pany lands was started in June, 1942 
A more difficult time to start this 
type of cutting could scarcely be 
found. World War II had already 
begun to affect the supply of labor 
and equipment. Selective cutting was 
relatively new in the area and the 
logging operating in 
company timber were reluctant to 
try it (the company had not done 
any of its own logging since 1938) 
However, the largest single problem 
was to make certain that the saw- 
yers cut only those trees designated 
for cutting. This problem has final- 
ly been almost completely solved 
through close supervision and edu- 
cation. I might also add that the 
logging contractor’s attitude toward 
selective cutting has nearly made an 
about face. Not long ago we were 
negotiating with a logging contrac- 
tor to clear cut several isolated de- 


contractors 


scriptions where the terrain was 
unusually rough. We were expe- 
riencing some difficulty in agreeing 
on the logging price for this par- 
ticular job and finally the contrac- 
tor told us that he would do the job 
for $2.00 less per MBM, if we would 
mark the timber for selective cut- 
ting. This may be rather an extreme 
example, but nevertheless, it shows 
that the trend is in favor of selec- 
tive cutting. This is especially no- 
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ticeable among the younger opera- 
tors, as they know they will be as- 
sured of continuous work in fu- 
ture years. 

During the first seven years of 
the first cutting cycle, the annual 
allowable cut was greatly exceeded 
to help meet the increased demand 
for lumber and other forest prod- 
ucts. However, this peak demand 
has apparently passed and we are 
now able to fall back in line with 
the allowable cut and barring some 
unforeseen disaster to a large vol- 
ume of timber, we should be able to 
continue the present rate of cutting 
through the balance of the first cut- 
ting cycle. 

A great deal has been learned 
about selective cutting in the hard- 
and hemlock forests since 
1942. However, for all practical pur- 
poses, the general marking instruc- 
tions have changed very little during 
that time. It has been our policy 
to mark 50° of the merchantable 
saw timber volume in all selective 
cutting. However, each individual 
acre presents a different problem 
and the percentage of cut has var- 
ied all the way from 35 to 65 with 
the average falling very close to the 
desired 50 

The hardwood forest containing a 
good stocking of 12 to 18” trees 
presents no problem in marking. but 
when a stand is encountered where 
a large majority of the trees are 
more than 20” d.b.h. and the timber 
is definitely overmature, the timber 
marker has a real headache on his 
hands. In such instances, it is nec- 
essary to leave sound, thrifty 24” 
trees, and in some cases, even 26”

Selective Cutting of Hemlock 


The selective cutting of hemlock 
has been our biggest problem, espe- 
cially when it is mixed with hard- 
wood 


lective 


In the early days of our se- 
cutting, an attempt was 
made to make a partial cut of the 
hemlock in these mixed stands. It 
was found, however, that the hem- 
lock trees left standing in such cut- 
tings had a definite tendency to 
either dry up or tip out by the roots 
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in heavy winds. It is our general 
practice now to mark for cutting 
practically all hemlock in these 
mixed stands. This often results in 
a heavy cut figured in per cent, but 
it is certainly best to salvage as 
much of this hemlock as possible in 
the first cut and convert the stand 
to a hardwood type in one operation. 

A considerable amount of selec- 
tive cutting has been done in the 
real hemlock type with a great deal 
of success 

Some 7,000 acres of hardwood 
have been cut to various diameter 
limits since 1942. The bulk of this 
type of cutting was done to a 14” 
diameter measured at a point two 
feet above the ground. These cut- 
tings have not been too successful. 
It is a very difficult type of cutting 
restriction to enforce and the result- 
ing residual stand closely resem- 
bles a normal clear cut operation 
where the utilization isn’t too close 
No new contracts for diameter limit 
cutting have been made for three 
years and it is definitely planned to 
refrain from doing any of this type 
of cutting in saw timber stands in 
the future. It is a purely mechanical 
method of controlling the cutting 
and does not take into consideration 
the individual trees 

To date, windfall in the selective- 
ly cut areas has been negligible 

During the past summer and fall 
our forests have been subjected to 
unusually heavy winds and it has 
been found that the older cuttings 
suffered very little damage, but the 
fresh cuttings of only a few months 
did suffer some damage from the 
winds. This, no doubt, can be traced 
to the fact that the roots of the trees 
in the residual stand had not had a 
chance to reset themselves. 

The damage from windfall has 
been extremely light on the dry, 
sandy soils, even next to Lake Su- 
perior, where the timber has been 
subjected to the strong northwest 
winds. There are certain small areas 
where the trees are very shallow 
rooted and the soil is only a thin 
layer on top of shale rock and it 
is wet during nearly the entire year. 
The maple and birch have stood 
up remarkably well, even under this 
severe condition, but the hemlock 
and beech have readily blown down. 
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Salvage operations are planned to 
pick up this down material. 

One problem that is yet to be 
solved satisfactorily, is to find the 
proper method of cutting the small 
and large areas of swamp timber 
that are intermingled with the hard- 
wood stands. In certain areas there 
is a sizable cordage of pulpwood, 
chiefly balsam, mixed in the hard- 
wood forest. Our experience has 
shown that many of these pulpwood 
trees blow down or break off after 
the hardwood has been selectively 
cut. 

To date quite a large acreage of 
regular swamp timber has been cut 
to a 6” diameter limit, but this again 
resulted in nearly a clear cut opera- 


tion. The diameter limit cut in 
pulpwood is even more difficult to 
control than a similar cutting in 
hardwood. 

During the past few years, we 
have experimented in pulpwood 
cutting by issuing timber permits 
to reliable individuals to cut the 
pulpwood in hardwood areas that 
have been selectively cut. These 
timber permits provide for the cut- 
ting of only those spruce and bal- 
sam trees having three or more 
100” sticks of pulp to a 4” diameter 
inside the bark. Such a type of 
control appears easier for the piece 
maker to visualize and the results 
have been encouraging. Certainly, 
it is a big improvement over the

No marking in pulpwood stands 
has been attempted to date and it 
is very doubtful if such a scheme 
would be practical. 


Tree Length Logging 

In 1947, tree length logging was 
first attempted in a selective logging 
operation on company lands. It is 
felt that this type of logging has a 
definite place in any large Forest 
Management program. There are 
many places where this equipment 
can be used to good advantage and 
its disadvantages would be more 
than offset by its advantages. 

At the present time, only one tree 
length logging job is in operation in 
company timber. This is not the job 
of an independent contractor. The 
trees marked for cutting are sold 
for a lump sum based on a 100% 
estimate to a wood using company 
that does its own logging. This type 
of sale has been made on several 
thousand acres during the past four 
years and has been very satisfactory 
to both companies concerned. Over 
a period of more than a year’s cut- 
ting in this operation, the actual 
log scale was less than 10% greater 
than the estimated volumes. The 
utilization on this job is very 
close, as even 4 logs are used. No 
hardwood logs longer than 8 are 
cut. It is natural to expect that the 
total log scale from such an opera- 
tion would be greater than when the 
logs are cut in regular lengths. Reg- 
ular lengths would tend to make the 
estimated quantities check even 
closer than the actual log scale. The 
permit provides that no logs shall 
be skidded from the stumps until 
the stumps are stamped by a mem- 
ber of the Forestry Division of The 
Cleveland-Cliffs Iron Company. If 
any trees are cut that were not 
marked for cutting, the purchaser 
is charged additional stumpage. It 
is very rare that a leave tree is cut 
intentionally. In fact, this item is 
held to such a bare minimum that 
it is little less than phenomenal. 
Saw log trees necessarily pushed 
out in connection with the building 
of roads and skidways are also 
charged to the purchaser 

At the present time, we are in the 
process of actually making growth 
studies on company lands. The first 
step taken in this study was to make 
200 increment borings in each of the 
four major species, viz., hard maple, 
vellow birch, beech and hemlock. 
These borings were made in areas 
that were selectively cut in 1942. 
The results are now in the process 
of being tabulated, and are very in- 
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teresting. One of the most interest- 
ing findings is that the trees wasted 
no time in responding to release. 
When the cutting was done as late 
as June, the trees definitely acceler- 
ated in growth the same year. 

These borings have made it very 
evident that the quality of the site 
has a great deal to do with the rate 
at which growth is accelerated. This 
rate of growth has increased from 
36°% on the light, sandy soils in Luce 
County to 102% on good sites near 
the Dukes Experiment Station. 

Now that the field work for this 
part of the growth study is com- 
plete, approximately 250 growth 
study plots are being established in 
the principal timber types. It is 
hoped that by remeasuring these 
plots every five years, a true pic- 
ture of what is happening in our 
selectively cut forests can be ob- 
tained.

TIMBER ACCESS ROADS 


MAJOR TOPIC OF DISCUSSION AT ANNUAL MEETING OF WESTERN FOREST INDUSTRIES 


Timber access roads into federal 
timberlands and the essential need 
for guarding against anticipated in- 
tensified fire risks in Pacific North- 
west for the current year were 
topics stressed at general session of 
Western Forest Industries Assn. an- 
nual meeting held in Portland, Ore., 
May 6 

Among the panel speakers were 
forest representatives of federal and 
state government and private in- 
dustry. Lynn Cronemiller, assistant 
state forester of Oregon, reviewed 
that state’s forest rehabilitation 
work. Extensive snag falling pro- 
jects, carried on as important seg- 
ments of the rehabilitation program, 
have proven out to cost less than 50 
cents per snag on contract falling 
basis. Cronemiller discussed reseed- 
ing plans, including use of pelletized 
seed and seeding by helicopter. Re- 
habilitation plans include both the 
Tillamook burn area and other state 
owned lands

William D. Hagenstein, chief for- 
ester, Forest Conservation Commit- 
tee of Pacific Northwest Forest In- 
dustries, stressed importance of 
clearer consideration and thinking 
of the vague and varying concepts 
of “timber access roads” and “forest 
development roads”. The latter is 
characterized as covering such var- 
iable objectives as recreation, graz- 
ing, forest management, etc. Some 
of the divergent opinion concerning 
timber access roads were attributed 
to fuzzy thinking 

Regarding S. J. Resolution No. 24, 
already passed by the Senate (bill 
calling for $30 million per year for 
5 years for timber access roads, of 
which $25 million to be spent by 
Department of Agriculture and $5 
million by Department of the In- 
terior), Hagenstein told the group 
that his organization has approved 
enactment of the bill for 5-year 
period, at the end of which time 
examine advantages and disadvan- 
tages with view to taking approp- 
riate action for the future 

Daniel L. Goldy, regional admin- 
istrator, Bureau of Land Manage- 
ment, Portland, in discourse on new 
right-of-way regulations of access 
roads into timberlands of the Bu- 
reau, declared that the objective of 
recent changes was for maximizing 
purchaser participation in timber 
sales He said the Bureau is not 
unwilling to consider setting up of 
sustained yield units, some of which 
might include more than one oper- 
ator 
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Walter H. Lund, assistant regional 
forester, U. S. Forest Service, Port- 
land, gave a talk titled “Access 
Roads and Management of Federal 
Forest Lands”, pointing out that ac- 
cess road program is both necessary 
and desirable. Accessibility is the 
backbone of any forest management 
program regardless of ownership, be 
it governmental or private. He said 
besides enabling reaching allowable 
cut, access road system into such 
an area results in better utilization 
of the timber, and _ stabilization 
through operation of both summer 
and winter shows. Other influences 
of the access system include the 
distribution of sales over the cutting

Mr. J. F. Weaver reported he can 
put incoming green lumber through 
the resaw and onto dry kiln trucks 
for $2 per M. labor costs, compared 
to $5 for the same job after the 
minimum wage law went into ef- 
fect, and before replanning. Costs 
in the kiln are $1 per M. An addi- 
tional cost of $4 per M. results in 
running the lumber through the 
cutup plant and loading it for ship- 
ment to the Southern Handle Co. 
Predicated upon a production of 40 
M. per day, the total remanufac- 
turing costs are $7 per M. Only six 


men are used in the resawing op- 
eration, and four men stacking. In 
the cutup plant and planing mill 
there are twenty-two men. The 
kilns require seven men, including 
four firemen. 

The J. F. Weaver Lumber Co. is 
daily producing box shook sufficient 
for 4,000 ammunition boxes. Green 
lumber comes from both purchases 
and from the Strong River Hard- 
wood Co. at D’Lo, Mississippi. Al- 
most the entire transportation of in- 
coming green lumber and outgoing 
box shook is by truck. Mr. Weaver 
also heads the wholesale firm, the 
Weaver Lumber & Plywood Co. of 
Jackson.

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Dry Kiln Club Holds 
Sixty-Seventh Meeting 


The sixty-seventh meeting of the 
West Coast Dry Kiln Club was held 
at Roseburg, Ore., April 15, in the 
Civic Club Room of the Umpqua 
Hotel. 

The meeting began with a visit 
to the plant of the Youngs Bay 
Lumber Co. at 10:00 A.M., where 
members of the club were invited 
to inspect the dry kilns, stacking 
operation, and other things of in- 
terest at the plant. 

President Mitchell Slyter an- 
nounced an invitation from the 
Washington-Idaho-Montana Kiln 


Club to the West Coast Kiln Club 
and Southern Oregon-Northern 
California Kiln Club to participate in 
the third annual joint meeting of 
these clubs, which will be held in 
Lewiston, Idaho, on May 19 and 20. 

The round table discussion took 
place as follows: 

Question: What are the usual 
starting and finishing temperatures 
for drying 8/4 clear Douglas fir? 

Answers: Roseburg area: (1) One 
operator stated he could dry 6/4 in 
6 days with temperatures ranging 
from 130° to 160° using spray only 
to establish initial humidity but was 
having difficulty with 8/4. (2) Tem- 
perature of 145° to 195° offered by

inal wet bulb depression 5°; increase 
wet bulb depression 5° each day for 
three days, then increase more rap- 
idly.

One thing particularly noticeable 
was the difference in drying sched- 
ules between points in Washington 
and Southern Oregon. As pointed 
out by Mr. A. C. Knauss of the 
United States Forest Service, this is 
probably due to the great difference 
in the density of the wood between 
the two areas mentioned, the South- 
ern Oregon material being much 
more dense than that of the areas 
further north. 

Conditioning and steaming of lum- 
ber during the drying period was 
also brought up and it was general- 
ly agreed that this was a good and 
growing practice in the Douglas fir 
industry 

Question: Is anyone drying conky 
fir? 

Answer: One operator drying 4/4 
clear in 5 days at temperatures from 
150° to 170°. Results are very good. 

Question: What is the usual dry- 
ing time for 4/4 common cedar? 

Answer: (1) Six days at tempera- 
tures from 115° to 135° with sinkers 
included. (2) Three days at tem- 
peratures running from 130° to 160 
with good stock 

Question: Can 4/4 clear Incense 
cedar be dried with 4/4 pine? 

Answer: Yes, and without trouble. 

Question: One operator using a 
natural draft kiln has wet lumber 
at the end of the kiln away from the 
steam inlet. Why? 

Answer: Possibly spray condens- 
ing in line is being discharged at 
lower end of spray line in form of 
water. Suggested remedy would be 
to drain all spray lines at end out- 
side of kiln so that gravity would 
carry the water away from the 

Steam pressure in 
discharge condensate 
through a valve slightly opened at 
the end of the line outside of the 
kiln. Piling methods had been sug- 
gested for this operation leaving 
flue openings in the lumber and 
piling as high as possible in the kiln 
It was pointed out that cross circu- 
lation drying in a natural draft kiln 
is not as effective as in fan kilns.

Powell River Co. to Spend 
$600,000 Rebuilding its 
Main Sawmill 

Powell River Co., which produces 
more newsprint at its one British 
Columbia mill than any other single 
mill in the world, is currently en- 
gaged in rebuilding its main sawmill 
at a cost of $600,000. 

A large section of the original 
building is being entirely rebuilt, the 
old timber section erected in 1925 
being replaced with steel frame con- 
struction with concrete floors 

A new all-steel log haul similar 


to that installed at the company’s 


small log mill is being put in at the 
main sawmill, and the barker deck 
revised to feed this new log haul. 


Inside the sawmill all new steel 
refuse conveyors are being installed, 
together with two new Sumner hogs.

Plans call for completion of the 
inventory in three years and ex- 
perts point out that it will be pos- 
sible to keep it up to date from year 
to year after that for a reasonable 
period. 


Under the plan that will get un- 
der way this year, aerial photo- 
graphs are to be taken of the entire 
forest country of the state. Inter- 
pretation of these photos will show 
the forest areas by forest types, 
species and tree sizes. This infor- 
mation will then be checked by 
ground sampling and the result is 
expected to give to Wisconsin its 
first complete information as to for- 
est resources for the present and 
future. 


Fir Bark in Demand 

Prices of $15 to $18 per ton are 
now being paid for Douglas fir bark 
and the demand is considerable, ac- 
cording to Eugene Hanneman, farm 
forester with Oregon state forestry 
department, Salem, Ore. He says 
the demand is occasioned through a 
local shortage of tannic acid which 
is produced from this bark. It is 
anticipated that from 100 to 150 tons 
of the bark will be required during 
the present year to meet market 
demands. 


For this use the bark must be 
from second growth Douglas fir and 
must not be more than 1%” thick. 
Deliveries will be taken in either 
large or small quantities with $18 
per ton paid for bark in 4 lengths 
and $15 for random lengths, ac- 
cording to Hanneman.
